But neither of these; ever carried out a 
m;jJor amphlblotis nttack, which is by Jar Uic 
iiio.';t diftlcvilt type of all. with more certainly 
niul precision nnd success than did the Amer- 
icans when they moved In on-North Africa. 

LoRl.stlcs l.-i the .science of transporting,. 
■quarlerlnR and .sui)plylnR troops. Tliere waa 
(1 time when It was relatively unimportant. 
But not today. ,lt would be ma-w murder 
under modern conditions to move troops 
against an established enemy unless with 
them tliey had the necessary weapons, mun- 
itions, rood stuffs, and other supplies, plus 
replacements and repair parts and laclllties. 

Convcrglnn simultaneously upon , various 
widely sepiirated beachheads In Africa came 
men and material Irom Britain and from the 
United State;. ThV-ir movements were iso 
carefully correlated that no detachment had 
to land without po.sscssinB every weapon as- 
signed to It. 

Ai^d over since the initial blow, the service 
of supply has kept men, nrmamcnt.s, mu- 
nitions and other supplies ffnwlng'(n a con- 
stant stream, nbtwllhstandlng the. Inherent 
dlfflcultkM pliLs every .hindrance ; the axis 
could place In the way. ^ 

The achievement Is the more rcmarkaljlo 
bccau.se It was the first real tc.it ol our lead 
cr.ship, wa."; done without opportunity • for 
• such practice, and bccaiksc it Involved move- 
ments of a mileage greater than anything the 
Nazis ever have attempted. 

Donri Sutton, editor of NEA service. In an 
cxchi.slvc Interview with MaJ.-Gcn. Jolih C. 
H. Lee, has told some of the amazing detail 
with whicli the IpgLstlcs of the North African 
attack .were worked out. 

■Behind General Lee,, as head of the entire 
service of supply, stands Lieut. -Ocn. Brehon 
B. Somervell, wliosc rise In rank has been 
probably the most phenomenal In U. S. mil- 
itary hl.story. A lleutenant-coioncl when tlie 
war began, he stlil is only a colonel In pcr^ 
manent rank. Yet he in supervi.-Ung one ot the 
most tremendous Jobs ever 'glven'to any sol' 
dicr of any rank, and supcrvblng It exceed- 
ingly well. 

To General Somervell, to General Lee, and 
to their subordinates our admiration gges a,s 
sincerely as to Generals Elsenhower and 
Clark and their. m6n to whom has fallen the 
more .'ipectacular but not one whit more Im- 
portant place In the North African suh. 




DON'T Sf'RKAD RU.MOHS- 
Rumors under any circumstance can cause 
a lot of trouble, but In time of war they arc 
particularly vicious. 

Idle gossip that serves to besmirch any In- 
dividual ^ay seem Inoffensive at the time 
and without evil Intent, but after Jt has 
been repcfiled and emboli i.ihed, there's no 
telling wJiat may be the outcome. 

Since the United States became Involved 
in the war. we have all heard dozens of ru- 
mors of one description or another. Usually 
they pertain to different phases of the war 
effort and quite often they arc taken for 
granled without Investigation ot any kind. 

Now that the far-reaching rationing pro- 
gram Is gettlns under way, everj-one should 
be on his guard against the many rumors 
that are bound to start making the rounds. 
Don't take any of these rumors for granted. 
Btf sure ot your tacts before drawing any 
conclu.slons. It you know of any Irregulari- 
ties, report them to proper authorities for In- 
vestigation. But, as your government has 
warned you, don't make a practice of spread- 
InR.xwmors, because such Rosslp Is not only 
demoralizing to oiu-.own wartime spirit, but 
Is playing into cnenij' hands as well. 

As one Washington newspaper correspond- ' 
cnt recently pointed out: 

"It Is really amazing how much hell one 
rumor-monger can raise when he starts out 
to make a nuisance of himself." 

If you want to help your country win. this 
war, don't wring your hands In anticipation 
the next time some one comci to you with a 
"morsel that's Juicy." Challenge him tolirove 
his statements. Instead. And If he caii't 
prove them, give him the lecture he dcicrves 
for spreading such tripe.
